With the 69th Infantry Division 


on the Elbe t/P>—When the Rus- 
sians liberate a prison camp they 
do a thorough job. Mounted Cos- 
sacks freed 28,000 Allied prisoners 
at a notorious prison camp east of 
the Elbe and they didn't bother 
with formalities. 


"They just galloped up and pull- 


ed down fences with their cavalry 
horses," said Capt. Lylc A. Silver- 
nail of Lawlmvn, Mich., who com- 
manded 2,600 Americans in the 
camp. 


Everybody in the place went 


wild with joy and the first thing 
the Russians did was to take out 
8,000 of their own countrymen. A 
lost of the Cossacks were wearing 
bandages for minor wounds. They 
had been treated at first aid sta- 
tions and then went right back 
into the fighting. . 


"Tile first Russian patrols reach- 


ed our camp at 5:30 in the morn- 
ing. By 8:30 we had an American 
flag flying—the first one to go up 
in the camp. 


"Our German guards had pulled 


out the night before. They had 
tried to- get us lo march west 
across the Elbe wilh them, but we 
refused. The only ones to go with 
them were the Polish prisoners. 
They didn't want to be liberated 
by »he Russians and preferred to 
take the chance of Americans mov- 
ing eastward to frw them. 


"1 went inlo Uic rity that af- 


ternoon lo contact the Russians 
for supplies. They were extremely' 
liberal and save us a lot of food."If

"We have German orders spec: 


tying that prisoners sent out or 
hard and particularly nasty wori 
details should be taken from th 
Americans," he said. "They star 
ved these men, worked them ex 
ceptionally long hours, gave them 
inadequate shelter and inadequat 
medical care and provided' onl 
the crudest sanitation. 


"Most of our camp deaths whic 


German doctors listed as pneu 
monia actually were men who diet 
of dysentery, star-ration and ex 
posure. 


"There were cases where thes 


shot Americans and Russians i 
the camp streets and I have sec 
German guards use bayonets o 
rifle butts on American prisoners 
who happened to step too near 
them in passing.

TWILIGHT 


This period of history might be regarded 


as the twilight of the heathen.gods, repre- 
sented by the fate of the Nazi Germans and 
also, perhaps, by the Japanese. They have 
made their last stand, we hope, against mod- 
ernity and true progress, and are losing their 
wars. 


If this is a true assumption, it probably 


means that when our huge task is finished, 
and after a reasonable time for recuperation, 
there should be a greater SUTRC of invention, 
creation and real progress than the world 
has yet seen.
